The foundation cow 

from which Blackbird of Corskie 685 came was Lady Craigo 689, 

who when mated with the bull Craigo 425 produced Mayflower of 

Montbletton 688. The sires and dams of Craigo and Lady Craigo 

are not given but both were bred by Capt. Carnegy, of Craigo. 
Mayflower of Montbletton was calved in the year 1857, the 

property of Robert Walker, the cow Lady Craigo being purchased 

by him at the Craigo sale in 1856. From Mayflower of Montbletton

Possibilities of the Montana Range Country 


I have before me the issue of 
the Journal of March 5th contain- 
ing the editorial on the Montana 
Livestock Report. As I have been 
engaged in raising range bulls 
for the past few years and am 
fairly well acquainted with con- 
ditions all over the state, I feel 
that I can call your attention to a 
few conditions and facts which 


might have a bearing on your suggestion, which you have set forth 


as follows: 


“What we need is some system of getting these bulls 


assembled in carlois where men of these districts can easily get to 
them and in this manner supply their needs.” 

There are many bulls used that should be replaced by better 
bulls of some breed; there are hundreds of bulls that should be re- 


placed with Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
and note further there are a great 
many cattle men in this state who are 
partial to the Aberdeen-Angus but 
who are using white-face bulls. There 
are many cattle men who would use 
the Aberdeen-Angus bulls if the mer- 
its and supezior qualities of the breed 
were brought to their attention. 

In every range community you 
will find six to a dozen cattlemen run- 
ning their cattle on the same range. 
Each of these men provide a bull for 
every thirty to forty cows that he has 
upon this range and the bulls are of 
the same breed. I have found that in 
every range community there will be 
at least one or two and sometimes 
more of these cattle owners who are 
favorable to the Aberdeen-Angus, but 
as the majority rules the Aberdeen- 
Angus man buys Hereford bulls. There 
are a great many isolated range tracts 
where only one or two men run their 
cattle. 

The cattle men of the Northwest 
are readers, travelers, and as a rule 
are open minded and progressive men. 
Were it not for the fact that I believe 
the Journal to be more widely read in 
the Eastern and middle states than in 
the Northwest I would say they pos- 
sess these characteristics to a greater 
degree than the more conservative 
East. But be that as it may the North- 
western cattle man is a lover of good 
cattle, is a business man and open to 
suggestions that would help his busi- 
ness. It will naturally occur to you 
that if they are of that sort why is it 
they do not use Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
more. Without some study it is a 
hard question to answer. 

When on the show circuit of this 
western country I am often asked by 
cattle men “If they are such a good 
cattle why are not more of them used 
here?” Loyalty to the Aberdeen-An- 
gus Association deters me from an- 
swering what I believe to be the true 
reason and I therefore reply that 
good big logging horses are worth 
$150.00 to $200.00 per head and can 
be raised as cheaply as the cayuse or 
bronco, yet eighty per cent of the 
horses raised in Montana are of the 
latter kind. Why this condition? It 
is the same with cattle—while this 
answer generally ends the topic it 
does not satisfy the enquirer. 

There are three or four farm pa- 


pers in this state with wide circulation among cattle men.

Had the “stay at homes” set aside a small amount of money each 
year as an advertising fund and judiciously used that fund in the 
local and home papers to tell their neighbors about the kind of 
cattle they were growing the story would have been different today: 
The point we are endeavoring to bring forward is that it is jus 
as necessary to set aside some money, when making up the budget, 
to be used for publicity as it is to set aside the money with which 
to purchase the feed—if we are to successfully tell the world what 
we have in our barns and pastures. The cattle through their win 
nings have carried the banner to the crest of the hill of success, 
they have won a lion’s share of all competitions, and it is now up to 
the men who hold title to the great breeding animals to build the 
fortification of publicity through which will be maintained this 
great vantage point.

SAMPLE OF ACCOMPLISHMENTS 
WHERE PROPERLY INTRODUCED. 

That the efforts of the South to put itself 
on a live stock basis that would be both 
self-sustaining and on a higher plane than 
other sections of the world began with, is 
bearing fruit, is evidenced by the Interna- 
tional Live Stock Exposition just closed. 
Not only did the South produce the grand 
champion steer of the show, a pure bred 
from Kentucky, but the best two and the 
best three bulls bred by the exhibitors in 
both cases of the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
came from Dixie. The Ames Plantation of 
Grand Junction, Tenn., won this signal hon- 
or. 

Ames Plantation Parthebeau and Ames 
Plantation Enite stood first and second in 
the 2-year-old bull class. Ames Plantation 
Kandor was second in the senior yearling 
class, and two others from this plantation 
were seventh in the calf classes. With such 
a bunch of Southern-bred bulls the cap- 
ture of the two new classes, “three bulls 
owned by exhibitor,” and “two bulls bred by 
exhibitor,” were easy picking for the Ten- 
nessee herd. Ames Plantation Parthebeau 
has never been beaten in class at the Chi- 
cago show, competing against the best from 
all sections of the U. S. and Canada as well 
as imported bulls for the past three years.

Manitoba Winter Fair, Brandon, March 5-9. 

The winter fair for 1923 has come and gone at Brandon. In 
many respects it was one of the finest shows of its kind ever held 
in Canada. The cattle show in particular was wonderful both from 
the point of numbers and from the standpoint of quality of the 
exhibits shown. There was slightly more than 400 head of cattle 
on exhibition independent of the bulls that were there for sale. The 
total of 400 head of cattle included more than 165 head of Aber- 
deen-Angus. Nearly half of the total number shown is a record to 
think something of at any rate. Not only did we have nearly half 
of the cattle, we secured more than half of the prizes. We did not 
scure the championship. For the first time in 13 years it was cap- 
tured by a Shorthorn and a good calf too. It is probably just as 
well that in 14 shows held from 1910 to 1923 inclusive, that we 
should be beaten once by a Hereford and once by a Shorthorn. 
Twelve to two against all comers is not a bad record and if we 
had not been beaten it might be that we would lay down on the job 
and lose some of our determination to put the “Bonnie Blacks” 
where they belong in the matter of beef production. 

In the eleven classes in which there was inter-breed compe- 
tition the Aberdeen-Angus was successful in winning: first in 8 out 
of the 11. That is to say they won 72 per cent of the first prizes 
in the show. Of the total prizes awarded in the classes where there 
was inter-breed competition they secured 50 as against 35 for all 
other breeds of cattle. To win 60 per cent of all the prizes with 72 
per cent of the firsts is not a bad record for the breed at this show. 
In the boys calf competition with twenty-two prizes awarded the 
Aberdeen-Angus secured fourteen, which in itself should tell some- 
thing of a story as to the success of the breed in the show. 

To be more specific regarding the classes, we may say that 
the judging commenced on Tuesday afternoon with the pairs and 
the groups of three. In the pairs the two Doddie steers shown 
by Glen Campbell from Chater were so far in advance of all the 
others that the judge (Mr. Leslie Smith, of St. Cloud, Minnesota) 
was but a few moments in selecting them to win the class. They 
were a wonderful pair of cattle fitted by a boy who learned his 
lesson in the Brandon show yard and who is self taught in the 
matter of fitting cattle. Mr. G. N. Buffum, of Bechard, Sask., was 
second with a pair of good sons of Broadus Elcho, while Bryce, of 
Arcola, with a pair of Shorthorns stood third and James Turner 
was fourth with another pair of blacks. In the groups of three it 
was just about the same only that Campbell did not have three so 
Buffum went to the top, followed by Turner and S. J. Henderson in 
third place. In this class the best our friends secured was a fourth 
placing. 

The car loads were placed the following morning and the were 
something of a disappointment to many persons. However we must 
not be covetous and we must admit that if we do differ with the 
judge in any of his placings his work on the whole was good and 
he cannot be successfully attacked for inefficient or unfair work of 
any kind. John Strachan took the carload prize from us on a load 
of Shorthorns of good type. The only complaint with this placing 
was that the cattle were not finished nearly so well as the second 
load shown by the Industrial School at Brandon. The type was 
good, but the finish was not on the cattle. A load of mixed breed- 
ing shown by John McKenzie, of Lacombe, secured third, while 
Collyer, of Welwyn, was fourth with another load of Doddies and 
Henderson, of Lacombe, came in fifth with a load of Aberdeen- 
Angus. In the group for five steers over 1200 pounds Henderson 
led easily with his five big two year old steers. His cattle 
outclassed everything else shown in this class. In the group for 
cattle between 1000 and 1200 pounds weight Mr. James Turner, 
of Carroll, secured the first with a nice bunch of smooth, good 
cattle. In the group for light cattle under 1000 pounds the first 
six placings were all Aberdeen-Angus, Mr. James Turner, of Car- 
roll, winning the class with five nice tidy cattle. 

In the single steer classes the Doddies were just as triumphant. 
In the class for steers calved in 1920 “Idler” shown by G. N. 
Buffum won with Henderson’s “Heatherbrook Duke” second. Third 
went to John Strachan’s roan steer and Turner came in again 
with a Doddie in fourth place. In the class for steers calved in 1921 
Glen Campbell stood at the top without difficulty, but he was fol- 
lowed by a fine big Hereford shown by Moffat, of Carroll. The 
same two steers stood first and second in the boys continuation 
class with Johnnie Turner in third place. In the 1922 class we 
were beaten by Richard Hamilton’s white Shorthorn steer, with 
Glen Campbell’s good Doddie in second and Jack Heal’s calf third, 
also an Aberdeen-Angus.

However this is what I wanted tp 
tell you—in the last nine milkings (4% days) she has made 34 
Ibs. butter and we used cream on the table all the time and some 
milk for puddings, etc. She has freshened about three weeks nov 
and she is just getting used to milking—you may remember that 
she was rather nervous. She is just 30 months of age and I di 
believe if we saved all cream from her she would make 1 |b. butter 
per day. As she is the only cow that I have milking for the house 
there ahs been no mistake about mixing the milk, ete. I thought 
that the above facts might interest you, as she is a highly bred 
a according to some people that kind are not supposed to 
milk.

So Squire, coming from the same founda- 
tion cow as the Zara family, with a strong 
shot of Beauty of Tillyfour 2d blood, and a 
stronger infusion of Queen Mother blood, 
mated to Lady Ida, that great producing 
cow carrying an infusion of Queen Mother 
blood produces Blackbird of Corskie. 

Suppose we go a little further back, and 
we find Grey Breasted Jock 113, that old 
time bull dropped in 1840, that appears so 
many times in the pedigrees of Hugh Wat- 
son’s cattle, appears twenty-seven times in 
the extended pedigree of Blackbird of Cors- 
kie. Next Panmure appears seventeen 
times quite a lot closer up. Hanton and 
Cupbearer each appear three times and 
Black Prince of Tillyfour once. Blackbird 
of Corskie carries three infusions of Queen 
Mother blood, one of Beauty of Tillyfour 2d, 
and is by Squire who comes from the same 
foundation as the Zara family. 

We will deal only with three of the pro- 
duce of Blackbird of Corskie. Blackbird of 
Corskie 2d 1235, calved in 1875, the founda- 
tion cow of the Second Branch Blackbirds. 
Blackbird of Corskie 3d, calved in 1876, the 
foundation cow of the Third Branch Black- 
birds and Blackbird of Corskie 4th, calved in 
1877 the foundation cow of the Fourth 
Branch Blackbirds. 

The sire of Blackbird of Corskie 2d was 
John Bright 267, a bull bred by Alex Mori- 
son in the year 1869. The dam of John 
Bright was Corskie 18th 268. She was also 
bred by Alex. Morison, and came from pure 
Aberdeen-Angus sire and dam. Innocent 
274, the sire of John Bright was bred by 
Robert Walker of Porthelen as were five of 
his first six ancestors, so he was very much 
a Porthelen bred bull. Innocent traces sev- 
en times to Grev Breasted Jock and one each 
to Hanton and Panmure. 

Blackbird of Corskie 2d was first at the 
Highland show in 1879 and was afterwards 
sold for export to Canada at a price of 
of $1000.00. She was a very prolific cow as 
Well as a show cow. 

The sire of Blackbird of Corskie 3d was 
Major of Bognie 499, a bull bred by Alex 
Motison in 1870. The dam of Major of Bog-

The sire of Major of Bognie was Jamie 
of Easter Skene 199, whose sire was Re- 
form 206 a son of Black Prince of Tillyfour, 
out of Beauty of Tillyfour 2d. Major of 
Bognie traces thirteen times to Grey Breat- 
ed Jock, ten times to Panmure, four times 
to Hanton and once each to Angus and Black 
Prince of Tillyfour. He has three streams 
of Queen Mother blood and one of Beauty 
of Tillyfour in his pedigree. 

Blackbird of Corskie 3d went to Ballindal- 
loch in 1878 at a price of 71 guineas. She 
traces forty times to Grey Breasted Jock, 
twenty-seven times to Panmure, seven times 
to Hanton, three times to Cupbearer, two 
times to Black Prince of Tillyfour and once 
to Angus. She has six infusions of Queen 
Mother blood and two of Beauty of Tilly- 
four. 

The sire of Blackbird of Corskie 4th was 
St. Clair 693, a bull dropped in March 1874, 
property of the Earl of Fife. St. Clair is of 
the Chieftain Trojan Erica family and 
should be treated with more fully as an Erica 
pedigree. His pedigree traces thirty-two 
times to Grey Breasted Jock, fourteen times 
to Panmure, three times to Hanton, two 
times to Cupbearer and once each to Black 
Prince of Tillyfour, Angus and Trojan. He 
has four infusions of Queen Mother blood 
and two of the Nightengale family. He car- 
vies in his pedigree about 28 per cent of 
Nightengale, 2342 per cent Erica and 18% 
per cent of Queen Mother blood. 

Blackbird of Corskie 4th, was imported to 
this country by Judge Goodwin to join his 
Heatherton herd. She traces 59 times to 
mure, six times each to Hanton and Cup- 
bearer. Twice to Black Prince of Tillyfour, 
and once to Angus and Trojan. She has 
seven infusions of Queen Mother blood, two 
of Nightengale, and one each of Beauty of 
Tillvfour 2d and of Erica. 

In conclusion may I say that in tracing 
the above three cows back to Grey Breasted 
Jock, it shows the remarkable influence that 
Hugh Watson of Keillor, “the first great 
improver of the breed,” had in the forming 
of the early Blackbirds. Another influence 
worthy of note is the influence of Hanton, 
Panmure and Angus, which Wm. McCombie 
said were his “herd fortunes in the male 
line.” It is also well to note the appearance 
of the Ballindalloch foundation bulls, Cup- 
bearer, Black Prince of Tillyfour and Trojan. 
Fiom the female side the strongest influ- 
ence appears to be that of Queen Mother 
then Beauty of Tillyfour 2d (the dam of the 
Jilt family). Evriea Nightengale and Dorrit, 
the cow from which the Zara family came. 
Of course the first three dams of Blackbird 
of Corskie being wonderful producing cows, 
there are other families founded from them. 
known as Lady Idas and Mayflowers of 
Montbletton, there is also a family known 
as the Brides descending from the founda- 
tion cow Lady Craigo.

As the summers iene to pegs and 
these grade Aberdeen-Angus ate their tim- 
othy ie and wheat straw along side the 
other breeds, it was noticed that they went 
out on the April pastures in a much better 
physical condition than the other cattle. 
Again, in the fall, they came back with 
agreeable surprises for their owners as they 
passed over the scales. Those old stockmen 
who regarded their eyes equal to the most 
delicately adjusted scales, fell so far short 
in their estimates of the weight of the bon- 
nie blacks that these steers began to com- 
mand their interests, if not their prefer- 
ence. 

The Doddies scored another advantage 
which soon began to be appreciated, namely, 
the relief from the worry, loss, and inhuman 
operation of dehorning. 

But, the very last straw in the ointment 
appeared with an outside buyer offering 
one cent a pound premium for black steers 
over the prices paid for those of other 
breeds.
